When electors of the Gonzales 
and King City high school districts 
go to the polls to vote on May 21, 
the question of their joining Hart- 
nell College District. will undoubt- 
edly receive serious. consideration. 


The key to the growth of the 
greater Hartnell —College -District 
will hinge on the action taken by 
the voters of Soledad, Gonzales, 
Greenfield, and King City. 

One big question raised by many 
voters, according to~ Hartnell Col- 
lege officials, is whether it is pos- 
sible for -either Gonzales or King 
City high school districts to join 
the Hartnell Junior College District 
separately? A‘ junior college dis- 
trict must be composed of one or 
more complete high school districts. 
These districts must be next to 
each other. It would therefore be 
possible for Gonzales to join the 
Hartnell district even though King 
City did not, but impossible for 
King City to join unless Gonzales 
does. 


At present the Hartnell College 
District has the same boundaries as 
the Salinas Union High School Dis- 
trict, which includes the area from 
Moss Landing in the northern part 
of the county to Chualar. 

The assessed valuation of the 
present Hartnell College District, 
figured at, $114,,326,095 for 1953-4, 
is one reason why Hartnell Col- 
lege has never lagged behind in 
the field of educational offerings. 


+ The assessed valuation of the Gon- 


zales and King City high school 
districts is $16,530,125 for Gonzales 
and $30,827,440 for King City. 

The Hartnell College District, in 
round figures, has buildings, equip- 
ment, and land worth more than 
$1,500,000, all Of which is com- 
pletely debt free, and it is one of 
the few. college districts in Califor- 
ia where this is true.

State Studies 
Student Union 


Tentative - estimates by Mr. 
Jerome Kasavan, A.I.A., as to the 
cost of the Student Union at Hart- 
nell college were presented to the 
Hartnell college Board at its regu- 
lar meeting on March 16. 

Planning for the Student Union 
is going ahead on the basis of the 
building costing approximately 
$102,000, plus approximately $3500 
to $5000 for necessary additional 
electrical wiring which will permit 
an annual savings of approximately 
$600 a year on electricity bills. A 
special report on the reason for 
this added cost was to be made to 
the board’ at its next meeting. Fur- 
nishing of the building will be an 
additional cost above these figures. 

At this time the preliminary 
plans are in Sacramento being 
checked by the State School Hous- 
ing Committee. The State has the 
feeling that the union 
should be placed between the gym 
and athletic field. The local feel- 
ing is that it should be placed at 
the north of the campus between 
the president’s home and the sci- 
ence wing. The board feels that to 
put the union where the State 
wishes us to consider would cost 
at least $10,000 to build a parking 
lot, 

Mr. Stuart Dufour,

Rescheduled - 


Selective Service National Head- 
quarters announced that it has au- 
thorized a special administration on 
the College Qualification Test on 
Thursday, May 20, 1954, for the 
benefit of students prevented by 
illness or other emergency from at- 
tending one of the regular admin- 
istrations on November 19, 1953, 
and April 22, 1954. May 20 is the 
last date upon which'the College 
Qualification Test will be held dur- 
ing the present academic year. 

Although applications that are 
postmarked May 10, 1954, or ear- 
lier, will be accepted, students wish- 
ing to apply are urged to secure, 
complete,,and mail their applica- 
tions at once. Early filing will in- 
sure a test and other necessary sup- 
plies for the student at the center 
he selects or at a nearby center, ac- 
cording to Educational Testing 
Service, which prepares and admin- 
isters the College Qualification Test. 

When filling in the application, 
available at Selective Service local 
boards, the student should cross 
out “April 22,” opposite the space 
reading “Center No.,” and write in 
“May 20.”

College of Sequoias, showing sur- 
prising strength and depth, walked 
off with the fifth annual Small 
College Meet, April 24, by accumu- 
lating a monstrous total of 132 
points.
